01 the FBI. lie advised that BILL ALLBlc^is now employed by 
the API at Little Rock, Arkansas. Bo produced the 
negative from which the close-up was taken. It shows a 
Dallas Police Officer leading three men followed by another. 
Police Officer away f rotathe front ®f the Texas School Book 
Depository. 

On 8/15/68, BILL BASS, Identification Division/, 

Dallas PD, identified the officer leading these three men 
as hlwself, and stated that on 11/22/63, the date the photo 
was taken, he, ROY VAUGHN, and MARVIN RISE had found three 
men In a boxcar about a mile from the Texas School Book 
Depository down tbs railroad tracks. They brought them to 
the Dallas County SO and turned them over to an unknown 
Deputy Sheriff. He did not know the names of these individuals 
and did not know If they were booked. 

On 6/16/68, officers MARVIN WISE and ROY VAUGHN 
advised that they could add nothing to the information 
furnished by BASS, confirmed what ho had furnished and advised 
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tbay did uot know tbe identity of the Deputy Sheriff or

On 6/16/68, JAMBS D. * ITCHING, Dallas County SO 
advised that be is In charge ©f the Identification Division, 
and that be had personally looked up the Jacket and photo 
of each person booked on 11/22/03, and did not find anyone 
who bears a reseeblance to the persons appearing in t he photo 
with Dallas policeman BILL BASS . Be advised that this indicates 
that these persons were sot booked but they say have been 
interviewed. Be advised that a sort of screening office was 
operated by the Dallas County SO on 11/22/63, and nussrous 
persons were interviewed.

For the inforsation of Memphis and Baltimore, a 
photo of the sase close-up as that submitted by Baltimore 
was furnished to 8A CHARLES A. BLOSSFIELD on 4/23/68, by AL 
CHAPMAN, »ember of tbe Ku Klux Klan, Dallas, Texas. He 
declined to say where be got this photo. (Sew enclosed 
teletype.)
